for forme and outward beau- 
tie: ) bur the ſp:r2tuall Temple, 
(of whichthe former was but Ephe!. 4, 
a figure, ) 3s a lively habitation, ©9 _

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ling ftones:of which theprin- 
cipall and headſtone of the corner, 


is our Satzour hiynſelf;who was 


cut from the Mountarn (in Da- 
nzel) without hands, Which b- 
wveng Temple,. and Charch of 
GoD, is alſo (throughout the 
Canticies;and many other pla- 
ces of Divine Scraptureandfa- 
thers, ) Compared to a woman:

from rhe [;heres it hath'to the 
keele and ſides of the rabbes of a 
Shzp , the armes and legges ele- 
vated, reſembling the ſterae 
and foreſhippe. And (indeed) 
much more reſemblance is 
there (to a Merchants ſhippe)in 
a woman; then in a man. For 
as a Merchants ſhip is of greater 
barden, and larger of receipt, 
then azother : ( becauſe ofher 
traffique and carriage.) So, the 
body of woman is of larger ca- 
pacitze, in the ſides, and hath 
more roomes of ſtowrage, then 
that of Man. 

Moreover, a Merchants ſhip,

A Shappe, is a defence againft 
the waters of trouble in the Sea?

A good Shippe(thegreateſt of 
all creatures moveable in Sea 
orLand) is caſily :urzed with 
a very ſmall flern : And, a good 
0-47, not the leaſt creature 
in the earth, ) is as ſoozmoved 
with a /ztile word. 

A Shzpe goeth with her 
guider, for his ſafety whither 
all winds blaw him : And a 
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wife, with her hns£9and for his 
comfort, whiter all for:unes 
drive him. ; 

A ſhippe under ſaile, is the 
fazreſt fight in the Sea : and a 
woman modeſtly attzred, is the 
delighrfulleſt fighe in the
